The regulations previously ap- 
plied to all men born in the year 
1913 to 1925 and single men born 
in the years 1906 to 1925, pro- 
vided they have not passed their 
38th birthday, 

It is estimated that 104,000 men

BANKER ON STAND 

John Blackmore, Social Credit 
leader, called S. M. Wedd, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Bankers’ As- 
sociation, to the stand and said he 
proposed to seek whether the banks 
had discharged their functions in 
the last 15 years and whether there 
Should be any extension of the 
charters, 

Finance Minister Isley said 
that question was out of order 
since the House of Commons had 
already voted to extend the 
charters. It might be open to 
the committee to change the 
period of the extension but not to 
turn down extensions. 

Mr. Blackmore asked Mr. Wedd if 
it was the function of banks to meet 
the credit needs of the people, and 
Mr. Wedd said it was. Mr. Black- 
more then asked if one of the credit 
needs of the people was enough 
money to avoid depression and de- 
flation. And Chairman W. H. 
Moore (L., Ontario) suggested that 
if considered answers were desired 
for such questions notice should 
be given to the witness, 


CURTAILED WHEN NEEDED 

Mr. Blackmore said the people 
needed credit more in the period 
from 1930 to 1935 than from 1925 to 
1929 and yet in the time when it 
was most needed the hanks curtail- 
ed credit. He asked if, in view of 
that, Mr. Wedd could maintain that 
the banks had fulfilled their func- 
tions. 

“Would you lend money to a man 
whom you knew could not repay it? 
Is that a sound credit need?” asked 
Hughes Cleaver ‘L., Halton), 

Mr. Blackmore said he would 
deal with that question later. 

Mr. Blackmore asked Mr. Wedd 
who decided that the banks 
should curtail their loans in 1929- 
30; was it some outside influence 
or did the bankers get together 
and reach the decision? 

Mr. Wedd said as far as he knew 
there was no influence either in 
Canada or outside and he had never 
attended any meeting of Canadian 
bankers to consider general curtail- 
ment of loans. In the main, cur- 
tailment of loans in Canada had 
been because credit-worthy people 
did not seek loans. 


COULDN'T GET LOANS 

The curtailment of credit had) 
brought on the depression, Mr. 
Blackmore said, when people ac- 
customed to what credit they 
needed were unable to get loans. 
Prices of wheat fell from $1.50 to 
50 cents a bushel and livestock 
prices also broke, He said the 
situation was on the dourstep of 
the banks. 

Agreeing that some persons could 
not get loans, Mr. Wedd said it was 
often because the products they 
had to sell would not bring prices 
warranting credit. 

W. C. Clark, deputy minister of 
Finance, said this discussion had 
to do with a system in effect in 
1929 but not in effect now and it 
now was the responsibility of the 
Bank of Canada to guide the flow 
of credit.

SOME NAZI SHELLING 


The beaches in that sector still 
were shelled intermittently by Ger- 
man long-range and mobile bat- 
teries but the British cruisers Ajax, 
Arethusa; Belfast and  Syrius 
countered the enemy fire. 

Allied observers predicted that 
Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgom- 

ery's plan for taking Cherbourg 
with a swift American thrust 
across the peninsula while British 
armored formations plus United 
Kingdom and Canadian infantry 
held and broke up all German 
attempts to relieve the peninsula 
might bring the fall of the major 
French port within 48 hours. 

(A British broadcast quoted a 
front dispatch as saying that Mon- 
tebourg had been captured by the 
American troops pushing toward 
Cherbourg from the southeast.) 

Meanwhile, a major offensive by 
the heavily-reinforced Empire 
formations was revealed to be un- 
der preparation in the Caen area 
and speculation. was rife that with 
the capture of Cherbourg only a 
matter of days, Montgomery's line 
of advance would be toward the 
River Seine and the isolation of 
the great port of Le Havre. 

It was conceded, however, that 
this achievement was only pos- 
sible through heavy concentra- 
tions of men and material and 
would be bitterly opposed by the 
large forces of German armor 
and troops now massing in Nor- 
mandy to contest every mile of 
the Allied progress. 

For this reason, seizure of Cher- 
bourg and its development as a 
major Allied base was the first 
essential, but spokesmen at 
supreme headquarters said the 
German troops left to defend Cher- 
bourg were “more distinguished 
by quantity than by quality.” The 
enemy failure to roll up the Allied 
bridge from its eastern anchor at 
Caen, having failed against British 
and Canadian resistance, the Ger- 
man command had withdrawn most 
of the enemy's fighting effectives 
from the northern end of the pen- 
insula before the American net 
closed, it was believed.

SHELLING PORT

LONDON, June 20—(CP)— 
British and American reciprocal 
lend lease programs were the

the invasion, Capt. Oliver Lyttle- 
ton, British minister of war pro- 
duction, said today in an address 
to the American chamber of com- 
merce, 


Referring to charges Britain is 
selling lend-lease goods to third 
countries, Lyttleton declared every 
possible precaution is being taken 
to prevent anything of the kind 
happening. 

He said American  lend-lease 
amounted to $4,000,000,000 in 1943, 
and that British reverse lend-lease 
has amounted to $2,000,000,000 to 
date. He said the United States is 
supplying 25 per cent of Brit&in's 
munitions and that the $4,000,000,- 
000 was exolusive of supplies to 
other parts of the world for use 
by British forces. 

British lend-lease to the United 
States now is running at more than 
twice the rate than at the beginning 
of 1943, he said. 


SUPPLIES FOR YANKS 


American forces in the United 
Kingdom have received use of bar- 
tacks, airports and other military 
facilities, one-third of their current 
requirements of military supplies, 
and one-fifth of their food, Lyttle- 
ton asserted, 

An important phase of British aid 
to Americans, he said, was making 
available as troop transports the 
great liners Queen Elizabeth and 
Queen Mary. 

Capt. Lyttleton said the United

The member suggested that 
the reason was the government 
feared disclosure of negotiations be- 
tween President Roosevelt and Mr. 
Churchill when the latter still was 
first lord of the admiralty in the 
Chamberlain cabinet. 

During the debate, Connally, ot 
the foreign relations committee, 
dashed out to a telephone, called 
the state department, and came 
back with what he termed the 
facts in the case. This was the 
way he outlined them: 

Tyler Kent, an employee of the 
American embassy in London, be- 
came involved with a group in Eng- 
land which included Ramsay and a 
Russian woman, who were alleged 
to be conspiring to violate British 
law against the defence of the 
realm. 

IMMUNITY WAIVED 

Kent was alleged to have violated 
British law and the British govern- 
ment submitted the documents in 
the case to tye United States gov- 
ernment, which decided Kent 
should be prosecuted under British 
law and which waived his diplo- 
matic immunity, 

Wheeler had said Kent formerly 
was in the diplomatic service in 
Russia and had been transferred to 
London after becoming “very anti- 
communist.” He said Kent was a 
code clerk and was decoding mess- 
ages which passed between Mr. 
Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt. 
Wheeler said Kent made copies of 
the messages and very foolishly 
showed them to a member of par- 
liament and to a Russian woman. 

Wheeler said later outside the 
senate it was his understanding 
that Mr. Churchill had been per- 
mitted to use the United States 
code and it was thus that Kent 
was able to view the messages.

Dirigible Wrecked

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Rent for Tents 


The revelation that evicted families 
occupying tents provided by the Domin- 
ion Government are being charged a rent 
of $15 a month by the City of Edmonton 
has aroused a very justifiable wave of 
indignation in the city. 

It is true that the city has spent some 
paltry sum in putting wooden floors in 
these tents. And if the city authorities de- 
sire to make a profit on this infinitesimal 
investment, it may be reasonable to charge 
a small rent. But $15 a month is entirely 
out of all proportion to what these evicted 
families get. There are no light or water 
connections. 

It may be going too far to say that 
these families are properly charges upon 
the city because exclusive municipal re- 
sponsibility in the housing situation has 
not yet been fully established, no matter 
what Ottawa says, They aida aM should 
have to pay some rent. But $2 or $3 a 
month would amply pay for what they 
get. 

Surely this is a case of error on the 
city’s part and not of deliberate policy.

Beautification 


The city counci! has set an excellent 
beautification precedent in the acquisition 
of the Blowey-Henry riverside property 
for eventual park prposes. That is to say, 
the property has been acquired, not neces- 
sarily for immediate development, but as a 
protected site for future development, - 

One argument against establishment of 
the projected Macdonald Hotel park is that 
the undertaking would employ labor at a 
time when all available construction labor 
is required for housing. This is probably 
true, although it is a matter of experience 
that a general peautification program in 
any city is always followed in normal times 
by a wave of home building. 

Under these circumstances, most of the 
protagonists of the Macdonald Hotel pro- 
ject would probably be content if the city 
acquired the land immediately, as it has 
done in the Bldwey-Henry case, with the 
idea of commencing operations when hous- 
ing ceases to make a first demand on labor. 

What the advocates of beautification 
require more than anything else is not an 
overnight miracle, but some solid assur- 
ance of a beautification period within a 
reasonable time. Immediate acquisition by 
the city of this property, at a time when 
the city will never be better able to afford 
it, will doubtless supply this assurance.

A Veterans’ Department 


The million or more Canadians, men 
and women, who are now in uniform are 
to have the advantage that matters of 
peculiar concern to them in war and post- 
war years will be looked after by a federal 
department of veteran's affairs, headed 
by a cabinet minister. To this department 
will be assigned the administration of 
policies relating to personal welfare of vet- 
erans and other questions arising out of the 
diversion of this great proportion of our 
population from the ordinary business of 
life to military duties, 

The fitness of thus recognizing the 
services of those in our fighting forces is 
apparent. But the reason for creating the 
department is practical. It is not simply an 
act symbolizing the nation’s sense of what 
is fitting. It is a means of assuring that 
the interests of the service men and 
women will be given close and detailed at- 
tention, both while they are in uniform 
and in the long years after they return to 
civilian life. 

This is a function which only to a 
point can be efficiently discharged by a 
branch organization of a department hav- 
ing to deal with other affairs. The num- 
bers of those in the forces are so large that 
a separate set-up is needed to deal with the 
flood of administrative business bound to 
develop, and their interests are so dis- 
tinctive and important as to require full 
representation in the cabinet. 

The new department, it is to be sup- 
posed, will be headed and staffed with 
men who from experience understand vet- 
erans’ problems from the inside, and who 
will thus be able to give these more sym- 
pathetic treatment than they might receive 
from administrators having only a civilian 
background.

The Drought in Ontario 


Premier Drew of Ontario will have it 
that the Dominion Government is subject- 
ing Ontario to the hardships of semi- 
prohibition, while flooding Quebec with 
beverages. Ontario throats are parched, he 
seems to imply, while Quebeckers are 
are guzzling without stint—all because 
“Quebec gets more liquor” than Ontario 
under the federal restrictive orders which 
went into effect in the fall of 1942. 

Under those orders the sale of spirits in 
any province was limited to 70 per cent of 
the amount consumed during the year be- 
fore the restrictions went into effect. And 
the sale of beer to 90 per cent of the pre- 
restriction amount. 

How stands the account between On- 
tario and Quebec? At the end of a full year 
of operation, October 31st, 1943, Ontario 
consumers had purchased 1,149,819 proof 
gallons of spirits, Quebec consumers had 
bought 1,163,647 gallons. The Quebec folks 
got away with 1.2 per cent more spirits 
than their neighbors in Ontario. In each 
case the amount was 70 per cent of the 
amount consumed in the preceding year. 


There was no discrimination. Quebec got 
more because it had been consuming more 
in pre-restriction times. 

In the matter of beer, Ontario out- 
drank Quebec 4 gallons to 3, during the 
year ending last October. The figures for 
Ontario were 36,993,411 gallons. For Que- 
bec 27,947,571 gallons, Again there was no 
discrimination, In each case the amount 
was 90 per cent of the consumption in the 
preceding year. Ontario got more than 
Quebec because it had consumed more the 
year before. 

All told, Ontario downed something 
more than 38,000,000 gallons of spirits and 
beer in the year tnder the restrictive 
orders. Quebec consumed something more 
than 29,000,000 gallons of spirits and beer. 
The claim that Ontario suffered compara- 
tive aridity does not accord with the facts. 
But if it did accord the claim of discrim- 
ination would have no basis, since the 
amounts for sale were determined by the 
amounts consumed in each province in 
1942, 

The Ontario Liquor Commission ex- 
plains in an advertisement why the ration 
of spirits in that province is only 26 ounces 
per month—while in Quebec the allowance 
is said to be 60 ounces per month. In Janu- 
ary 1943 the Ontario commission had 
issued 155,295 permits and the ration was 
160 ounces, But in March 1944 the permits 
numbered 1,282,938, and the ration had 
dropped to 26 ounces. 

The Chairman of the Commission 
stated the case this way: “The increase in 
the number of permits and the extent to 
which permit holders are purchasing 
spirits each month makes it necessary to 
reduce the amount which can be purchased 
by permit holders in Ontario.” 

As illustrating this point—a man was 
recently prosecuted in one Ontario city for 
having no less than 63 permits in his pos- 
session. Perhaps if Premier Drew would 
follow up that clue and jail the boot-leggers 
he would find that the stocks in the liquor 
stores would come nearer to satisfying the 
demands of those who use their permits 
legally.

All the nations of Europe are 
going to be looking for aid to 
America far more than to France, 
What then moved them to take so 
daring and undiplomatic a step?

With 
the elimination of Germany, France 
is the greatest European country 
outside Russia, No European coun- 
try will expect in the long run bet- 
ter treatment from the Allies, and 
especially from the United States, 
with her century and a half of tra- 
ditional friendship, than is accord- 
ed France.

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luctantly supporting the President,+ 
against the mounting public opinion 
of his own country. He is unable 
to make a stand in the house of 
commons. He has to plead for a 
postponement of debate on the 
ground that it is full of dynamite. 

But how about the United States? 
Is the United States behind the 
President in this? If we challenge 
the whole world, must we not at 
least know why we do it? The two 
reasons that are given Us are utterly 
unconvincing. The one is that Gen 
de Gaulle is a dictatorial and dis- 
agreeable person, and the other that 
we don't know what the French 
people want. 

If General de Gaulle is an incipi- 
ent dictator, the only people who! 
can curb him by political means are 
the French people. As this column 
has repeatedly pointed out, the 
manner in which we treat him and 
the French committe is building 
up his power in France every min- 
ute. If public opinion here is to 
back the President, we must have 
better reasons than any yet given 
Actually, American public opinion 
is either neutral or pro-de Gaulle, 
Especially are those who have most 
consistently backed this administra- 
tion concerned over our treatment 
of the French. 

The French polttical crisis is 
spreading to all of Europe. The 
signs are that the British are about 
to bolt. And where shall we stand { 
then?

prayers of millions.

May 20, 1943, to March 31, 1944, has 
shown in greater detail than has 
been available before, where Can- 
adian supplies and munitions have 
been going. In that period, the 
board expended $912,603,000, so that 
the billion-dollar appropriation 
granted by parliament last year was 
almost exhausted. The new appro- 
priation for $800,000,000 will carry 
on mutual aid, including $67,000,000 
for the U.N.R.R.A. following $10,- 
000,000 out of the former. 

Mutual aid, in its simplest aspect, 
is merely a device by which Canada 
produces at its own expense muni- 
tions and supplies and furnishes 
them to other countries for use in 
the war where such other countries 
cannot pay for them. There is a 
reciprocal principle involved, so 
that recipients of mutual aid agree 


}to furnish supplies and services to 


Canada free of charge in return. 
But the first report on mutual aid 
shows that in no case has there 
been reciprocal aid received by 
Canada. 

Mutual aid represents a very im- 
portant sector of the Canadian war 
{effort. With the current war appro- 
priation approved by Parliament, 
| Canada will have spent on the war 
|by March 31, 1945, more than $15,- 
000,000,000. About $4,500,000,000 of 
this amount represents costs of sup- 
plies furnished to allies both by 
mutual aid and other financial de- 
| vices used in earlier phases of the 

war, This may be shown by these 
figures:

The list included 
42 Lancaster bombers, 102 Mos- 
quito bombers, more than 600 other 
planes mostly trainers, 551,900,000 
rounds of ammunition, 2,014 uni- 
versal carriers, 92,648,000 pounds of 
chemicals, 17,536,000 pounds of ex- 
plosives, 39,149 Bren guns, 78,585 
transport vehicles, 16,183 wireless 
sets, 534 landing craft, 90 vessels 
of 10,000 tons each, and so on, The 
list includes military clothing and 
food supplies. 

To other countries, mutual aid 
assistance included $23,282,000 to 
Russia, $20,950,000 to Australia, and 
$4,010,587 to China. Other destina- 
tions were $874,000 to the West 
Indies, representing flour only, and 
$482,000 to India, representing 
| wheat only. The flow of war goods 
on mutual aid basis to Russia, Aus- 
tralia and China is increasing and 
shipments substantially exceed the 
figure given by Mr. Howe, which 
showed only accounts paid by 
March 31, Substantial mutual aid 
orders being filled for the French 
Committee of National Liberation 
will be shown in accounts for the 
present year.

All of these accounts, though 
paid out of the Canadian treasury, 
represent substantial wartime em- 
ployment created in Canada. Mr. 
Howe's report provided the first 
detailed account of how consuita-

Mr. Manning had been asked, 
“Has Ilsley answered as to where | 
the hidden reserves are,” by John} 
Guild, a past president of the con- | 
stituency association. | 

“No, and he never will,” the! 
premier answered. | 

Mr. Manning's address was on| 
the topic, “Behind the Scenes”. He) 

said there was need in the fields of 
social reform and economic se- 
curity, and of breaking up mono- 
polies so that all people would have 
adequate purchasing power. 

Many persons, he went on, did! 
not realize that economic condi- 
tions after the war was over would 
be worse if the present principles 
of economics and finance remain 
without change. 

Another problem lies in getting 
people to realize that sinister 
things were going on behind the 
scenes, as they do not realize such 
is happening, Mr. Manning stated. 
He pointed to economic condi- 
tions from which mankind is suf- 
fering as proof there was a plot 
behind the scene. 

A characteristic of human nature 
is to dominate and control others, 
and applies on a universal scale to 
nations, as well as revealing itself 
in industrial, military, commercial, 
financial, political and labor fields. 
Always behind the scenes, listeners 
were told, were interests operating 
to achieve the total enslavement of 
mankind, 

AWARE OF PLANS 

Everyone is aware of plans being 
formed for an international cur- 
rency based on the gold standard, 
and proposals for a world police 
force, said Mr. Manning, The pre- 
sent-day trend is to centralize the 
output of industry under state com- 
bines and monopolies, and these 
form partsof an over-all scheme. 

“People do not believe there is 
such a conspiracy. One of the big 
barriers to overcome is how to make| 
them realize their danger before it 
is too late,” he warned. Rather than 
waiting for the future, people base 
their action and their judgments on 
the immediate present, and this 
forms a huge problem to overcome. 

Tremendous issues are at stake 
today, and within the next few 
years, people will have to face and 
make some big decisions, Mr. Mann- 
ing declared. Early in his address, 
he spoke of misconceptions in the 
minds of many of the people, re-| 
garding the Social Credit move- 
ment. He told hearers it was im- 
portant to explain to people in 
clear terms just what the movement 
is trying to accomplish, 


ASKS QUESTION 

During the question period fol- 
lowing the meeting, one person 
asked why men such as G. G. 
McGeer, K.C., M.P., and Arthur 
Slaght, K.C., M.P., stayed in the 
Liberal party, after the addresses 
they had made about the chartered 
banks, 

Mr. Manning said this question 
should be asked of Mr. McGeer. 
He said he did not know Mr. Slaght 
personally, and had read of his 
addresses in newspapers.

If you had, you 
would know that a bathtub, and not 
a shower bath, is indispensable or 
at least it is a great convenience

It seems a shame to tell, but 
when they catch me at it the least 
I can do is make a clean breast of 
it, so I confess I do bathe occas- 
ionally. And a few years ago: I even 
brushed my teeth for sixty consecu- 
tive days, carefully employing the 
technique, brush and dentifrice my 
dentist prescribed. I did so for the 
same reason that I would take cas- 
tor oil if my doctor prescribed it— 
at least for once. 

I do not believe or teach that 
there is any particular harm in tak- 
ing a wet wash in a tub whenever 
you wish, nor do I think the prac- 
tice of brushing the teeth does the 
teeth or the health any harm.

There has been enough research 
done on the fascinating subject of 
sleep to make it perfectly clear 
that, In the main, we tend to be 
restless sleepers. We toss, we turn, 
we throw our arms and legs about, 
even if, at the time, we are séill in 
shut-eye town, 

In view of this knowledge, any 
bed in which we put the baby or 
child, should be commodious 
enough to allow for tossing. My 
belief is strong that babies made 
to sleep overlong in narrow car- 
riages and bassinettes, become 
cranky, sleepless babies. Their 
every effort to move about 
freely is inhibited by the limita- 
tions of their beds. 

A Faithful Reader wants to know 
if I will say something about this 
moot question of beds, Will I ex- 
press an opinion about putting in- 
fants to sleep with soft pillows un- 
der their heads? 

The idsal bed for any infant 
past 3 or 4 mont's is a full- 
sized crib. This may be of metal 
or wood. It shauld have narrow 
rungs so that by no possibility 
could an infant thrust his head- 
between them. 

The mattress should be a thick 
one, padded preferably with hair 
or cotton felt. It should be thick 
so as to withstand the jumping and 
rough treatment it will get from any 
lively occupant of the crib. Because 
one person alone will sleep on it, 
the thicker ‘mattress will not so 
easily sink a well in the middle. 

No child needs a pillow to sleep 
on. If the mattress is soft, if it has 
a soft, washable pad and a smooth 
sheet, it is more comfortable for 
the baby when he is stretched flat 
upon it. The largest proportion of 
modern babies sleep on their tum- 
mies after the sixth week. 

At about five years of age, when 
the child’s shoulders widen, a pil- 
low may be demanded. And if it is, 
the child's wishes may be respected. | 
But the tiny, fancy pillows which | 
are part of the layette are en- 
ormously useful not in the bed but 
in the baby’s carriage.

| spoons butter, 2 cups hulled straw- 
berries, 3 egg whites. 

Sift together flour, baking powder 
and salt, Cut shortening in with a 
pastry blender or two knives until 
the lumps are the size of lima beans. 
Add ice water gradually mixing it 
in with a fork. When only enough 
water to hold the dough together

Trainees who arrive at an_ Initial 
Training School express an imme- 
diate preference for Pilot Training. 
However, when trainees are posted 
jto LT.S. they are classified as Air- 
crew Standard and when they have 
completed their full syllabus of 
| training they are then selected for 
|the particular job in aircrew for 
which they are considered most 
qualified. 4 

There is no distinction made as 
{to the relative importance of an 
Air Gunner, Navigator or Pilot. 
Every position in Aircrew is of 
that has gained the Royal Canadian 
|Air Force its enviable record in 
the air—and team work above all 
else is stressed in initial training. 
The pilot of an aircraft, the navi- 
gator, wireless operator, air bomb- 
er, flight engineer and air gunner 
must be a co-ordinated team—each 
man fully conversant with his job 
and fully reliant on each other as 
to their aircrew duties and abilities. 
For this reason a most careful sys- 
tem of selection is used because 
confidence in each other's ability

One of the first assignments a 
trainee receives on arrival at L.T.S. 
is the filling out of what is known 
as a Personal History Sheet. This

In order to determine the degree 
of physical fitness which has been 
attained by each airman, the Har- 
vard Step Test was adopted by the 
R.C.A.F, This test, like other phys- 
ical fitness tests, is not infallible. 
Nevertheless it is a simple test and 
in the great majority of cases it 
gives a clear picture of an individ- 
ual’s physical condition. A bench, 
20 inches high, 18 inches across, a 


necessary for the test which is 
supervised by a Medical Officer. 
On a signal from the supervisor, 
the airmen being tested step up on 
to and down off the bench at the 
rate of thirty times a minute for 
five minutes or one hundred and 
fifty times. On completion he is 
given a one minute rest and a half 
minute pulse reading is then taken. 
Then he has two more half minute 
rests with two more half minute 
pulse readings following each, The 
pulse readings are added together 
and by means of a correlated table. 
mathematically established, a per- 
centage score of physical fitness is 
established, Every airman must 
attain a certain score on this test 
before he leaves L.T.S. If he fails 
in the first test which is given in 
the seventh week of his course, he 
is given special attention and extra 
periods of duty fitness until he can 
successfully pass the test.

ibut at other times, when we cannot 
master the situations that confront 
us, we are puzzled. If we have a 
sufficient amount at stake and are 
undecided about the outcome, there 
is a tendency to worry. In such a 
case worrying consists of the mind 
| dwelling upon the possible outcome 
that might be hurtful either to our- 
selves or those we cherish. The 
tendency to worry is believed by 
many to be a useless procedure, yet 
psychologists believe that it is based 
upon a protective mental function. 
It aims at discovering the logical 
outcome of injudicious actions so 
that they may be avoided. 

People who have acquired the 
habit of worrying will worry regard- 
less of conditions. Though every- 
thing is turning out as well as 
could be desired, they will invent 
reasons for worry and if these prove 
groundless, will seek other sources 
of worry. Some people find a 
genuine enjoyment in worrying be- 
cause of the relief that comes later 
when their worries prove unneces- 
sary. The mother will worry about 
the child getting run over on its 
way home from school; the busi- 
ness man may worry about having 
left the safe unlocked. Such worry 
is really useless procedure for, if 
those who worry really believe that 
danger exists, they would take steps 
jto prevent it. One who has acquired 
the habit of worrying is usually 
of a self-pitying nature and believes 
that his troubles are worse than 
those of other people. He may be- 
lieve that fate is, for some un- 
accountable reason, dogging his 
footsteps with misfortune. 

Worrying really becomes a sort 
of day dreaming and the principle 
objection to it is that it occupies 
the time and attention that could 
be well used for constructive men- 
tal and physical activity. In addi- 
tion to this, long-continued worry 
also has a definite toxic effect in 
the body. In trying to peer ahead 
too far in the future, we may sec 
apparently unsurmountable moun- 
tains and crevices, handicaps, prob- 
lems and darkness; yet, when we 
tackle each problem as it comes

The sec- 
ond may be largely avoided if one 
keeps in mind that it takes two to 
make a quarrel and that each mem- 
ber of the family is an individual, 
and that it is not always wise to 
try to reform others. Little con- 
cessions to one another make 
family life more pleasant, and it 
doesn't cost anything.
